Still, 
it is a notorious fact that school boards 
often employ the least competent teach- 
ers at the Jowest salaries for the primary 
grades and allow them to do ‘their work 
in the Jeast desirable rooms of the school

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CHIEF JOYNER’ S ANNUAL 
REPORT IS INTERESTING. 


The annual report of Chief W. R. Joy- 
ner, of the Atlanta fire department, will 
to read in council this afternoon. It has 
been impossible, because of the lack of 


time, to have the report in its entirety 
ready for council, but even in its incom- 
pleteness the report shows the excellent 
work done by the firemen during the past 
year. | 

There have been about twenty-five fires 
during the past week and thirteen during 
the past two days. It goes without say- 
ing that there has not been time to have 
the fire adjusters work on these losses and 
the amount of damage is, therefore, only 
estimated. As there have been no large 
fires, however, the report will be cor- 
rect within a few dollars. In regard to 
those fires that occurred Saturday and 
yesterday, Chief Joyner was, of course, 
unable to learn the exact amount of in- 
surance on the buildings, the value of 
the property at risk and other figures 
that are necessary in making out a re- 
port of fires, but in these figures, as in 
those of losses, he is able to approximate 
so closely that there will be a difference 
of only a few dollars between his estimat- 
ed report and the actual figures. 


The. Number of Fires. 

There have been during the past year 
384 fires, fifty-four less than were had 
ip year 1898, when the department 
was /called out 438 times. These alarms 
came as follows during the. twelve 
months:

A significant fact mentioned in the re- 


port of Chief Joyner is that the number 
of fires fluring 1899 caused by sparks from 
chimneys and by defective flues were 
thirty-five less than those resulting from 
the same cause during 1898. This fact, 
savs the report of Chief Joyner, is, in his 
opinion, due to the increased use of gas 
stoves. These stoves, says the report, do 
not require a flue and emit no sparks, 
greatly lesening the danger of fire. 


The Fire Losses. 


Although they are only estimated, the 
following figureg are within a few dollars 
of the actual amounts: and show the ex- 
cellence of the work of the department 
during the past year:

Under the head of ‘‘Proportion of Build- 
ings Burned,” Chief’ Joyner shows that 
there has not been a fire during the year 
at which the damage to the building 
amounted to $3,000.

The remarks, recommendations and 
other statements found {fn the report of 
Chief Joyner will be read in full to the 
council this afternoon and are as follows: 


Water Supply. 


During the past fear.it has been fully 
shhwn that entirely itoo many small 
water mains have been laid im the city. 
In my opinion, the city should not buy 
any more six-inch waiter pipes, for the 
amount of friction created by so Many 
small pipes is becoming a very serious 
matter, and unless larger mains are laid 
through the business portion of the city 
we will be compelled to use steamers at 
every fire. 

As it is now. we have to use them much 
oftener than in former years and they 
are required to answer all alarms. 

On December 2lst we had the largest 
fire of the year. On this fire we 
eight streams from hydrants and four 
from steamers. The hydrant streams were 
not sufficient to reach the seat of the fire 
and could only be used to surround the 
blaze and keep the adjoining property 
from burning, while the four steamer 
Streams put out the fire. 

We have only three steamers now in the 
city, but the board very wisely pur- 
Chased two new .ones (Which will give 
us a total of five.) They will arrive 
within the next two weeks and it will 
be quite a relief to me when I know 
they are here and ready for. serviee. 

Unless thé large mains from the pump- 
ing station are carried through the cen- 
ter of the city and the larger pipes sub- 
stituted for the smajl ones in the busi- 
Ness portion of the city, it will only be 
a short time until several more steamers 
will’ have to be purchased, and this 
would: require a larger wmacrease in tne 
expenses of the department. 

It was certainly one of the _ greatest 
Mistakes the city ever made when. they 
déeieated the water bonds. 


Engine Houses. 


No, 3 engine house, at the corner of 
Marietta and Baker streets, should be re- 
Placed at once with a new one. This 
house is in very bad condition, and in my 
opinion, money spent on this building in 
repairs will be almost like throwing it 
away. This building is an eye-sore to the 
department, and in a short time will be 
dangerous for the men to live in. I trust 
an appropriation will -be. made tv build 
a new house at once. ss. 

No. 2 engine house, en Washington 
street, is another out-of-date building, 
and badly in need of overhauling, but it 
is in much better shape than No. 3. 

All the other houses are in first-class 
condition. 


Underground Wires.

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“REVENUE 1S INSUFFICIENN 


Finance committee of the general coun- 
cil, of which J. Wylie Pope is chairman, 
calls atterftion to the fact that the reve- 
nues are not keeping pace with the growth 
and consequént necessities of the city. It 
mentions the establishment of the bond 
sinking fund commission and notes that 
for the first time in the history of the 


city the committee has secured interest 

on bond deposits. Public improvements 

are cited, Carnegie’s gift to the city re- 

corded, and the federal prison is spoken 

of. Comptroller Goldsmith and Treasurer 

Peeples are thanked by the committee. 
Mr. Pope’s Report. 

The report of the committee on finance 
follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., December 30, 1899.—To the 
Honorable Mayor and General Council: Your 
committee on finance beg to submit herewith. 
its report for 1899. It is a notable fact, and 
one to be regretted, that our revenues are not 
keeping pace with the growth and consequent 
necessities of the city. This is undoubtedly 
the result of reduced assessments and the 
inability of the tax gatherer to reach a large 
amount of taxable property. It was unfor- 
tunate that the rate of taxation was reduced 
in 1897 from 1% to 1% per cent. It would 
have been much better to continue the I% 
per cent rate and*reduce assessments. Our 
income for 1899 from all sources was $1,247.- 
456.44, being but little over $29,000 more than 
1898. I¢ requires the most rigid economy and 
closest management in every department of 
the city government to keep our expenditures 
within this income. 

With the proceeds of 275 4 per cent bonds 
of $1,000 each, fssued by the general council 
of 1898, your committee paid and retired 300 
7- per cent bonds of $1,000 each, known as 
the Georgia Air-Line bonds, and destroyed same 
according ti law.. We also paid interest cou- 
pons, amounting to $158,392.50, and de- 
stroyed same during the year, 

The: establishment in the early part cf the 
year of the bond sinking fund commission 
enabled us to comply for the first time with 
the law requiring. municipalities issufnge bonds 
to provide a’ sinking fund for their redemp- 
tion. The council of 1898 set aside $51,168 
for this sinking fund, but’in the ahsence of 
bond commission the amount was not invested. 
During this year we have invested this amount, 
together with $35.779.68 in city of Atlanta 
bénds, and now have in hand to the credit of 
the .-sinking fund commission $1,308.99: thus 
it will be seen that the commission has in 
hand a total of $89,256.67 for the redemption 
of maturing bonds. The amount to be set 
aside anrmally will increase with each year 
until every obligation of: the city has been 
wiped out. It is unfortunate that this com- 
mission was not established years ago, ac- 
cording to law, for’in that event the city 
would today be practically free of bonded in- 
debtedness.

By the generosity 
of the well-known philanthropist, Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie, in donating $125,000, the city has 
secured on@ of the finest public libraries in 
the country and acquired in addition to the 
amount donated by Mr: Carnegie all the pro- 
perty formerly belonging to the Young Men's 
Library Associjatien, amounting fo nearly 
$100,000 more. The only requirement on the 
part of the city is that we shall appropriate 
annually $5,000 to the support of the Hbrary. 
This amount has been appropriated and pald 
this year. 

The establishment by the government of a 
federal prison near Atlanta required the ex- 
penditure of $25,000 by the city in part pay- 
ment for the necessary site, the Southern rail- 
way very’ generously paying the balance af 
about $35,000. When it is considered that 
the government will expend severa!] million 
dollars im the erection of this prison, thus giv- 
ing employment to a large number of our 
working people, an anual expenditure 
of a large sum for its maintenance and, nec- 
essary supplies, the cost to the city becomes 
insignificant. Many other southern cities were 
applicants for the location of this prison, and 
would have gladly taken it at many times the 
cost to Atlanta.

Growing in grace he grows in 
benevolent solicitude and activity for hu- 
manity everywhere under the sun. The 
individual who is cencerned only about his 
own welfare and the nation which looks 
only to her own interestsehave adopted 
the ignoble ethics of Cain, who said, 
**Am I my brother's keeper?’ The man 
who says, ‘‘I am responsible only for my- 

elf,” and the country which repudiates 
any responsibility for the condition of 
other countries, confess to a narrowness 
fina selfishness. which provokes the dis- 
pleasure of God and dooms them to weak- 
* ness, poverty and wretchedness. How un- 
worthily such a mah and such a nation 
{llustrate the. spirit of that divine com- 
mand which SaySN CAS ye have opportun- 
ity do good. unto all- men.” 

When Christ” says, -‘‘The field is the 
world,’ he means that the world is his 
‘property. He would not commission his 
servants to occupy a territory °which does 
not belong to him. © “The earth is the 
Taord’s and the ‘fulfness thereof. He 
founded it upon the seas and established 
it upon the fioods.”” . His signature is 
upon it. It is carved upon the face of 
imperishable rocks and imprinted on every 
shell and leaf and flower under the canopy 


of heaven. ‘When we gainto any quarter ; 


of the globe to preach the gospel, or to 
remove ignorance, or to unfetter the en- 
slaved, or to relieve any form of human 
- guffering, we go by the authority of Him 
to whom the world belongs. 

Paul mentions the world as a part of the 
estate which Christ has deeded to his peo- 
ple. No foot of earth do we occupy by 
euffrance. It is ours by a title stamped 
mith the eternal heraldry and signature 
of Almighty God. 

Man, himself is God's property. “He 
made us and not we ourselves.”’ Hence 
we are authorized to go forth and call 
men everywhere into his service. Some 
tell us that we have no right to erect 
the standard of our Christian faith in 
any country where a differént religion 
prevails. But if the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ is the God of the 
myhole earth and the maker and preserver 
of all humanity we are not intruders and 
trespassers when we unfurl the banner of 
His truth in any quarter of the globe. 
‘As ambassadors for Jesus Christ. let us 
assert our God-given right to preach the 
gospel to every creature. Let us prosecute 
this divine work without any word of 
apology. Let us share the boldness of our 
divine Master, who spake “not as the 
scribes, but as one having authority.” 

If the field is the world and we are 
divinely commanded to preach the gos- 
pel to every creature, we infer that aul 
men are in need of the gospel. They are 
in need of it because ‘‘all have sinned and 
come short of ithe glory of God.’’ Moral 
depravity is universal. Our mother took 
the poisoned cup and tainted all our 
flood. The trend of man’s moral nature 
is downward to the dust. To reverse this 
order and bring the human gou] into sym- 
pathy with truth, purity and righteous- 
ness is a work that can be accomplished 
only by the gospel of the son of God. 

The most intellectual, learned and re- 
“igious nations of antiquity were gross- 
ly immoral. Their ‘academic groves” 
and even the places »where their most 
solemn religious rites were. performed 
were sinks of debauchery and shame. 

The same is true of ithe very best parts 
of heathendom today. Look at India. 
The sun in his course does not visit a 
land more fertile and fair. Her moun- 
tains, valleys, plains, rivers and forests 
are unsurpassed by those of any other 
region of the earth. India has a history 
eovering a period of more than _ three 
thousand. years, but how little she. has 
done for herself and the world. Except 
in those regions. where Christianity pre- 
vails-her rgople have made no progress. 
They are just where they were when 
Aigxander the Great led his legions 
against ithem. They deify and worship 
everything from the. sun in heaven to 
the meanest woman that crawls at;their 
. feet. 

Look at China! Beyond doubt she is the 
oldest living empire. If we except the 
elements which have been ChriS8tianized, 
she : 

Her people 
are filthy, licentious, treacherous and

The Eskimo’s brains is. located in the 
very place where we find the brain of the 
Anglo-Saxon. The body of one human be- 
ing has the same nerves, arteries, mus- 
cles, bones and functions that belong 
to ‘the body .of every other human being. 

All men are alike in that all are en- 
dowed with the faculty of conscience. 
It is found in the brute savage as well 
as the civilized man. -It is this faculty 
which renders it possible to elevate the 


“moral condition of the whole human race. 


Every man has a reéligious nature. He 
has his God, his prayers and sacrifices 
for sin. Here he stands infinitely re- 
moved from the brute.

A large farewell interdenominational 
mass me:ting was held at the Big Bethel 
Methodist Episcopal church yesterday af-

Mrs. W. P. Ahirkield. Bishop Gaines 
presided. After prayer by the Rev. 
George Standing, Bishop Gaines gave ex- 
tressicn to the deep regret and great 
sorrow which his people feel because of 
Dr. Thirkield’s departure. 

Dr. Lee, pastor of the Big Bethel 
church, spoke of the propriety of honor- 
ing Dr. Thirkield in this way after his 
sixteen years of hard, zealous and noble 
labor to elevate and inspire the colored 
people and tto give them the light of 
Hundreds of people all over 


lifted by him. Hundreds who have sat 
at his feet and received instruction and 
arenow engaged in’ the great work speak 
louder than words. ‘‘We shall never for- 


get him. He has been the advocate not 
| only of an elevated ministry and an ene 


lightened people, but of all the rights, of 
our people.’’’ 

Rev. J. A.. Rush spoke of Dr. Thirkield 
as the representative of the Methodist

He has been very near to 
the colored people and has welcomed 
them into his home as well as the semi- 
nary as cordially as he would the presi- 
dent of the United States.

Over Six Hundred of Them Were at 
Tallahassee, Fla. 


PROCEEDINGS OF LAST NIGHT 


Address of Superintendent Sheats at 
Opera House. 


PRAISED TEACHERS’ EXAMINATION LAW 


Showed Some of the Hindrances 
Which Had Been Met in Carry- 
ing Out Plans. , 


Taltahassee,Fla.,December 31.—(Special.) 
The jast’ nighi’s session of the annual 
convention of the Florida State Teachers’ 
Association was an interesting and enjoy- 
able one for the #0 members of the as- 
sociation in attendance and for the large 
number of citizens who thronged the Tal- 
lahassee opera house, where ithe meetings 
are being he'd. Hon! Nathan C. Shaeffer, 
state superintendent of public instruction 
of Pennsylvaniay and Hon. William N. 
Sheats, Florida’s state superintendent, 
both delivered notable addresses, which 
were received with rapt attention. Mr. 
Sheats referred ‘to his trip last autumn 
to the Los Angeles convention of the 
National Educational Association, and 
then turned his attention to the progress 
made in the field of public education in 
Florida during the past year. He gave 
credit to all who had aided in the work 
of progress and said the largest share of 
praise was due to the policies adopted 
and pursued hy ‘those school authorities 
who have recently been in authority. 

Mr. Sheats criticised and corrected a 
communication recently sent out describ- 
ing the unfortunate condition of Florida's 
school system in 1892, when Florida stood 
at the bottom of the roll of the states in 
this respect, "and also the improved con- 
ditions now prevailing, when, jt is claim- 
Flionda’s school system is ‘the best 
of all in the sowthern states and among 
the best in the union. The writer quoted 
gave credit for this improvement to Mr. 
Sheats, and he did not dispute such de- 
cision. 

Among the causes for recent improve- 
ments Mr. Sheats cited the conventions 
of county superintendents recently held 
in the state. These meetings, he said, had 
been productive of great good for the 
schools, 

The change from appointing to electing 
county school boards was cited as an- 
other cause for the advancement of the 
usefulness of the publie schools.. Another 
cause for the improvement, he said, was 
the operation of the law authorizing a 
special tax in schoo] sub-districts by com- 
munities desiring to impose upon them- 
selves -a special ‘tax for the support. of 
public schools. The number of. such 
communities which have availed them- 
selves of this privilege has increased in a 
short time from twenty to over 200. 

A fourth cause working for good was 
the practice of .having courses of study 
in all the schools of a county uniform, 
and also uniform systems of rules and 


regulations for the schools: 


Teachers’ summer training schools for 
the improvement of the teachers during 
vacation was given a large share of credit 
for the improved conditions.. The super- 
intendent stated that, the opposition to 
these summer schools was fast dying out
